Dateline June 23, 1919. Bend Bulletin: 
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Roxana Ferris 


In late June of 1919, two young women explored the region around Bend on foot as part 
of a six-week botanical survey of Oregon for the Flora of the Pacific States. What do we 
know about these two botanists? First, they were young women, not “girls.” In June 
1919, Roxana Ferris was 24 and Rena Duthie was 27 years old. Also, Roxana was Mrs. 
Ferris, not Miss Ferris, married and with a daughter and a Masters degree. Rena Duthie 
had finished her Bachelor of Science degree and was working on her Masters degree at 
Stanford University. Typical of the era, the Bend Bulletin writers' condescending tone 
continued with a comment on the women's clothing (olive drab walking togs) and the 
expectation that a three-day hike through the country surrounding Bend would be quite 
an adventure for them. Because Roxana Ferris and Rena Duthie “deplored the fact that 
they had not had a single experience which could be classified as an adventure since 
leaving Palo Alto," | would say that they were clearly seasoned field botanists. 


No one has yet written a biography longer than a few paragraphs for either. Their lives 
would be fascinating to research.

Native Plants In Public Spaces 


The Cheahmill Chapter is pleased to share with NPSO members our two-year effort to 
establish native plant gardens in public spaces, specifically the new Yamhill County 
Public Works Department (PWD) building complex on Lafayette Avenue in McMinnville. 
This builds on our coordination with PWD over the years developing a comprehensive 
roadside vegetation plan for the County; developing an inventory of invasive plants, 
erosion, and native plant communities along County roadsides; as well as establishing 
native plants as part of major road construction projects. 


NPSO members Rob Tracey, Dave Hanson, Jeanie Taylor, and Michal Wert worked with 
PWD staff to develop a general concept plan for 12 different planting beds around the 
new building and throughout the parking area. The project was done in 2 phases: 


e Rob coordinated Phase 1, completed in June 2019, including 5 beds in front of the 
PWD offices. Six volunteers planted 556 plants and 32 different species. Rob, 
Dave, and Jim Kreutzbender maintained the gardens for 2 years. 

e Jeanie coordinated Phase 2 in October 2020, planting 7 more beds with 3200 
plants and 37 different species. Michal coordinated 18 volunteers for this several- 
day effort. Plants were sourced from Oregon nurseries. 


In all, 286 volunteer hours were contributed to organize and plant 12 beds with almost 
4,000 plants and 69 different species. Three significant aspects include: 


e A demonstration garden with identification labels at the building entrance. 


e A large wet prairie garden that collects runoff from half of the parking lot. 


e A large rain garden that collects water from the roof and the remainder of the 
parking lot.

PWD is currently soliciting bids for long-term maintenance of the native plant gardens. 


Cheahmill Chapter members and volunteers also work with local schools to engage 
students in native plant landscaping projects and have maintained a native plant garden 
at the McMinnville Library for over 20 years. Establishing native plant gardens in public 
spaces is an important way to educate the general public about the beauty and 
ecological value of native plants, and to generate new awareness and interest for 
recruiting the next generation of NPSO members. 


Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: The cushion 
plant pictured in the Dec-Jan eBulletin is 

Larsen's collomia (Collomia larsenii; syn. Collomia 
debilis var. larsenii), a member of the phlox family 
(Polemoniaceae). This specimen was photographed on 
the sparse talus slopes below Middle Sister in early 
August of 2020, in close proximity to other similarly- 
adapted, short-statured alpine species such as pussy 
paws (Cistanthe umbellata, Caryophyllaceae) and 
ballhead gilia (Ipomopsis congesta, Polemoniaceae).

Plant of the Month: Garrya elliptica 


Garrya elliptica, wavyleaf or coast silk 
tassel, is in the silk tassel family 
(Garryaceae), which has three species 
in Oregon. Wavyleaf silk tassel is a 
coastal species that grows from the 
central Oregon coast south to 
California. It is an erect, bushy, 
evergreen shrub reaching a height 

of 2-5 m. The cascading silvery catkins 
appear from December through early 
spring. Individual shrubs are either 
male or female, both with leathery 
dark green leaves that withstand salt 
spray. The males have more 
spectacular tassels, up to a foot long, 
as shown in this photo taken on 
January 21, 2021 at the Oregon Dunes 
National Recreation Area.

Ficaria verna: A Prolific Invasive 


Who doesn't love bright, cheerful flowers in winter? 


From the sporadic bloomers in the Columbia Gorge, to the California chaparral currant 
bush hummingbirds love, here on the west coast we are fortunate to have a climate that 
permits winter blooming flowers to flourish. So who wouldn't want to plant a gorgeous, 
yellow, ground covering, buttercup-style flower in their garden? Introducing Ficaria 
verna, otherwise known as Celandine, or lesser Celandine. 


A member of the buttercup family, 
brought to this continent from Europe 
and west Asia as an ornamental flower, 
it has become a difficult invasive to 
control. It can be identified by its shiny, 
dark green leaves, bright yellow flowers 
with glossy, buttercup-style petals in late im 
winter. Plants propagate by producing :

l've heard about people forming work parties to remove the plants from their yard, only 
to find they've multiplied the next year. A professional weed control contractor has 
called it “one of the most persistent weeds | have ever dealt with." So, despite its 
beauty and attractiveness, this Class B noxious invasive and should not be planted in 
Oregon. Once the species invades a natural area, it forms dense patches that 
outcompete native vegetation, becoming a monoculture. The largest infestation is a 
5-acre park in Wilsonville. 


My hope is that by learning how to identify it, you will not be tempted to plant it despite 
its visual appeal. My childhood neighbors made the mistake of planting Ficaria verna in 
their garden decades ago, and have not been able to grow anything else. 


If you find you have this plant growing in your yard, carefully dig it up, including the soil 
around it which may contain bulbils or tubers, and dispose of it in the garbage. DO NOT 
put it in yard waste bins because it survives and spreads in compost. If you see a 
population eslewhere, report it to the Oregon Invasive Species 

Hotline (https: / /oresoninvasiveshotline.org/) or your county Soil and Water conservation 
District or weed board.

Kincaid's Lupine (Lupinus oreganus) 

Federally listed as "threatened," this member of the pea family (Fabaceae) is 
a primary larval food source for the endangered Fender's blue butterfly 
(Icaricia icariodes fenderi), which is found only in Oregon. Regionally endemic 
from Douglas County, Oregon, north to Lewis County, Washington, it 
typically grows with bunchgrasses and native forbs. Destruction of native 
prairie habitat due to development and conversion to agriculture are major 
reasons for the decline of Kincaid's lupine (US Fish & Wildlife Service 2011).

April 2021 designated 
"National Native Plant Month" 
by Senate Resolution 109 from Congress

Red flowering currant (Ribes sanguineum) is a large shrub loved by hummingbirds for its nectar 
and by small birds who nest in its protective branches. 


On March 26th, 2021, U.S. Senators Rob Portman (R-OH) and Mazie K. Hirono (D-HI) celebrated 
unanimous passage of a bipartisan resolution designating April 2021 as "National Native Plant 
Month." The resolution recognizes the value of native plants in efforts to increase biodiversity, 
conserve natural resources for wildlife, and restore native habitat as an effective means to 
prevent soil, air and water degradation. The resolution was broadly supported by conservation 
groups and native plant societies across the country. NPSO conveyed its support through 
Oregon Senators Ron Wyden and Jeff Merkley. 


Bradshaw's lomatium 

(Lomatium bradshawii) 
Removed from the Federal List of 
Endangered and Threatened Plants 


Bradshaw's desert parsley is a perennial herb native to Oregon and Washington. Thought to be 
extinct, it was rediscovered in 1979 by Barbara Perry Lawton, a graduate student at the 
University of Oregon. It was common in the Willamette Valley before agricultural 
development and fire suppression efforts allowed other species to outcompete this native. 
Most remaining populations are located within ten miles of Eugene, Oregon, in localized 
regions of the Willamette Valley, but some scattered populations can be found in the area of 
Puget Sound, Washington. 


Like many plants in the carrot family (Apiaceae), Lomatium is 
edible. The roots of desert parsley have been used as a staple ~» 
food by native populations throughout the region. Prior to its 


decline, its leaves and flowers were utilized for medicine 
because of their anti-viral properties.

"We, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (Service), remove Bradshaw's lomatium (Lomatium 
bradshawii, also known as Bradshaw's desert parsley), a plant found in western Oregon and 
southwestern Washington, from the Federal List of Endangered and Threatened Plants. Our 
review of the best available scientific and commercial data indicates that the threats to 
Bradshaw's lomatium have been eliminated or reduced to the point that the species no longer 
meets the definition of an endangered or threatened species under the Endangered Species 
Act of 1973, as amended (Act) This rule is effective April 7, 2021" (Fish and Wildlife

This beautiful perennial was photographed in June growing on open, rocky cliffs along the 
banks of the Rogue River. It is often found on serpentine in that part of the state, but its 
distribution also extends north into southern British Columbia and south to northern California. 
Its clusters of pale yellow discoid heads place it in the Asteraceae; sessile, ovate leaves with 
bright white (lanate or tomentose) undersides are a striking feature.

Program: Prescribed fire and tanoak (Notholithocarpus densiflorus) associated cultural 
plant resources of the Karuk and Yurok Tribes of California. 

Presenter: Dr. Halpern, Assistant Professor, Southern Oregon University 


The targeted application of prescribed fire has long been used by Indigenous peoples to 
manage plant and animal resources of cultural value. Engagement in management and 
resource procurement activities not only provides valuable foods, medicines, and fibers to 
Tribal communities but continuously re-establishes connection to art, kinship networks, 
ceremony, and place. Acorns are a valued resource used by Indigenous communities 
throughout the western United States and beyond. This research by Dr. Halpern examines the 
effect of Indigenous fire management on the life cycle, quality, and accessibility of tanoak 
acorns (Notholithocarpus densiflorus, Fagaceae) and investigates dynamics between 
frugivorous insects, animal co-consumers, and humans. Dr. Halpern is an Assistant Professor of 
Biology (Ethnobotany, Plant Ecology, and Fire Ecology) and the Co-Coordinator for the M.S. 
Environmental Education Program at Southern Oregon University. The program will also include 
a short chapter meeting.

Oregon Mystery Plant 
Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


Its silverback luina, Luina hypoleuca. The specific epithet reveals a striking 
feature of this shrub's sessile leaves, their white (Greek leuco, meaning 
white), wooly-tomentose undersides (Greek hypo, meaning under or 
beneath). The species is found mostly in westside low elevation to alpine 
sites. Oregon hosts a second shrubby Luina, L. serpentina, a rare endemic 
found on serpentine only in Grant County. Cacaliopsis nardosmia (syn. Luina 
nardosmia) is a related perennial herb found primarily in eastside forests.

You can identify 
your unknown plant by selecting features you recognize from the 12 filtering options. 


Alternatively, you can browse through the collection, arranged by common or scientific 
name. Bonus tip: navigate from the “Botanical Help” button to “Plant Families;” here 
you can read the family description and tap to see all app examples within that group. 
It’s a great way to hone your skills at recognizing related plants, or to quickly identify a 
species that’s familiar to you, but whose name escapes you.

Review of the Flora of Oregon Volume 2 
for National Pollinator Week 


National Pollinator Week, June 21-27, is a perfect time to appreciate the 
interaction between native plants and native insects (and other pollinators, such as 
bats). High Desert Chapter member Basey Klopp is the driving force behind the 
Bend Pollinator Pathway Project in central Oregon. In recognition that one of the 
aims of the Oregon Flora is to reach out to a broader audience than plant 
taxonomists, we asked Basey to review Volume 2 of the Flora of Oregon. As you can 
see by her review of a chapter of the new volume below, the authors of the Flora 
achieved their objective.

As coordinator of the Bend Pollinator Pathway, | am particularly interested in the 
relationship of native insects to native plant species. The chapter “Insects as Plant 
Taxonomists” is an engaging read and a reinforcement of the work that we are doing in 
central Oregon to establish and connect native pollinator habitats. Organized by plant 
families within the different plant communities found across Oregon, this chapter is 
filled with colorful examples of coevolution between plants and their pollinators (both 
generalist and specialist). Sometimes this involves a trio of organisms that work 
together; for example, ants defend Boisduvals blue butterfly larvae feeding on lupine 
against predators, and a caterpillar-specific virus protects Ceanothus plants from 


infestation by California tortoiseshells. 


Native plant and insect enthusiasts will enjoy learning fascinating details about the life 
cycle of long-tongued bee flies, which are nest predators of solitary bees. Female flies 
deposit their eggs near the nest opening of a host bee. Upon hatching, the fly larvae 
enter the nest, feed on pollen, which was stored by the solitary bee to feed its own 
larvae and, subsequently, the flies devour the bee larvae. Fly eggs that don't land inside 


the nest opening hatch, and, guided by scent, the larvae crawl into the nest. 


It seems counterintuitive to discover that flowers that attract the most visitors are often 
the least likely to be pollinated. This is because species-specific pollen that is 
distributed everywhere by generalist pollinators is less likely to go where it’s needed. 


Specialist bee pollinators make it more likely that pollen goes to the receptive flowers. 


Not surprisingly the threat of climate change looms large over insects. For example, the 


emergence of a specialist pollinator, the solitary red-tailed baby-blue-eyes spring bee, 


must coincide with the flowering of baby-blue-eyes (Nemophila). A warming climate 
could disrupt this synchrony, endangering both species. This chapter has deepened my 
interest in native pollinator-plant relationships and fed my enthusiasm for learning more. 
| am grateful for the myriad of field observations that form the basis of this 

knowledge of the "little things that run the world." More observation is needed because 
Oregon's high level of insect and plant biodiversity depends on understanding and 


protecting native species.

Tanya's knowledge of the flora of Oregon in general and the Western Cascades in 
particular is among the most comprehensive of any botanist in the state. She edited 
every treatment thus far submitted for inclusion in the Flora of Oregon, evaluating it 
from two standpoints: that of an end user of the Flora and that of a reviewer or 
contributor. She also does editing and layout for the remaining volumes of the Flora of

Research Projects Funded 


At the May 8th quarterly NPSO Board meeting, the following research projects received 
funding: 


1. Susan Theis (multi-year assessment of native wetland and riparian plant 
community associations of southwestern Oregon). Funded for $750 from the 
Leighton Ho Memorial Field Botany fund. 

2. David Kofranek (non-vascular plant inventory of Steens Mt.). Funded for $750. 

3. Laura Shriver (assessing plant trait response to fire). Funded for $750. 

4. Molly Cribari (assessing recovery of forest understory vegetation after clearcut 
logging in the Siskiyou Mountains). Funded for $750 from Frank Lang Memorial 
funds. 

5. Rebekah Gaxiola (Oregon white oak foliar chemistry and insect herbivore 
communities). The proposal did not meet NPSO priority guidelines but since it 
pertains to Oregon white oak, the committee recommended funding $380. It was 
moved, seconded and passed to increase the Field Research Grants budget by 
$380 to fund this project.

Penstemon deustus (hotrock or scabland penstemon) is widespread in eastern Oregon, 
normally found in warm, sunny, often rocky places. It also extends into southwestern 
Oregon.

This shrub was photographed in May on Domingo Pass Road south of Fields. The species is 
found throughout much of the Great Basin; at this site in Oregon, it is near the northern 
limit of its range growing in a sagebrush scrub community with sagebrush, rabbitbrush, 
saltbush, and other shrubs. The plants consist of bright green photosynthetic stems with 
tiny vestigial leaves. Boiled stems were used medicinally by Indigenous people and can 
be used to make tea.

OregonFlora Receives 
Oregon Stewardship Award 


The Museum of Natural and Cultural History at the 
University of Oregon has announced the winners O RE G O N 
of its annual Oregon Stewardship Award, 


recognizing two organizations, The Immigrant 
Story and OregonFlora, with the statewide honor. 


Launched in 2018 by the museum’s advisory 
council, the $1,000 award recognizes an individual 
or organization for involving the community in an 
environmental or cultural heritage project, one 
that aligns with the museum's mission to inspire 
stewardship of the region’s collective past, 
present and future. This year, donor support 


enabled the museum to expand the program and offer two awards. 


“We saw dozens of nominations this year, each one a testament to how deeply 
Oregonians care about our ecosystems and cultures," said Ann Craig, public programs 
director at the museum. “We are delighted to be able to recognize two outstanding 
winners this year." 


Based at Oregon State University, OregonFlora is a comprehensive resource for 
learning about the nearly 5,000 species of trees, grasses, ferns, and wildflowers 
present in our ecologically diverse state. The organization presents detailed 
botanical information through its three-volume Flora of Oregon book series, a 
wildflower identification app, and website. 


By sharing these tools with the public, from K-12 students to backyard landscapers to 
federal forest managers, OregonFlora helps Oregonians improve their environment, 
mitigate adverse human effects and plan for a healthier future. 


"Plants define the human experience; they help feed, clothe, and house us. They 
also develop our sense of place," said OregonFlora director Linda Hardison. “To get 
to know the species that create the habitats and landscapes we live in brings a 
better understanding and a sense of belonging to where we call home." 


The competitive award program, which annually draws nominations from around the 
state, also named four finalists this year. They are: the NATIVES Indian Education 
Program Parent Committee, which is part of the Eugene School District's Indian 
Education Program, Portland State University archaeologist Virginia Butler, the 
Friends of Malheur National Wildlife Refuge, and the city of Philomath for its 
Inclusivity Resolution. 


In addition to the cash prizes, The Immigrant Story and OregonFlora will be 
recognized on the Oregon Heroes display panel in the museum's Explore Oregon 
exhibition hall.

Bonnie Hall: From illustrator to artist, her 
contribution to the Oregon Flora Project 
continues 


Bonnie Birkemeier was born in Portland, Oregon, in 1931 and grew up in nearby 
Milwaukie with fond memories of her grandparents farm. There her love of the natural 
world was first made manifest. She later earned a BA in Biology from the University of 
Oregon and a Masters in Zoology from UC Berkeley where she met her future husband, 
James Hall, in an aquatic entomology class. They married 2 years later. She spent 
decades illustrating scientific specimens for Oregon State University's Dept. of 
Entomology and became an ardent member of the Native Plant Society of Oregon's 
Corvallis Chapter. She contributed her native plant prints for use in fundraisers 
supporting the Oregon Flora Project, and many Society members became her friends. Her 
prints were also selected as jacket cover illustrations for all three volumes of Flora of 
Oregon. After her death in 2004, her husband published a book, Ever Blooming, The Art 
of Bonnie Hall, with 38 stunning floral and insect prints. In her artist's statement below, 


she traces her path to becoming a serigraph print artist and her connection to native 
plants.

Oregon Mystery Plant 
Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


Ephedra viridis, green Mormon tea. Green Mormon tea's bright yellow-green branches 
distinguish it from Nevada ephedra (Ephedra nevadensis), which has bluish-green 
branches. Both species are found throughout the Basin and Range province on rocky 
slopes and sandy flats and in canyons. As gymnosperms (gymno “naked + sperm "seed"), 
ephedra seeds are not enclosed in an ovary as they are in angiosperms (angio “vessel” + 
sperm "seed"), and pollen is produced in sporangiophores, not anthers. - Kareen 
Sturgeon

Saturday, August 7th, All Day 
Field Trip: Oregon Dunes Restoration 


Hike the John Dellenback Trail with Siuslaw National Forest botanist Armand Rebishke 
and see what the Siuslaw National Forest is up to with dunes restoration. This area is a 
“preserve the best” unit, meaning it has an abundance of native dunes plants - adapted 
to open sand conditions reminiscent of historic dunes conditions before the planting and 
expansion of European beachgrass, brooms, and other invasive species. We'll see 
seashore bluegrass, sand fescue, and bearberry plant associations among other native 
dunes species. The sand boundary was treated during late summer 2020 by cutting and 
wiping Scotch broom, spraying European beachgrass, and cutting small pines. Meet at 
South Eugene High School east parking lot (19th and Patterson St.) at 8:00 am to carpool 
or at Dellenback Trail at 10:30 am. (To get to John Dellenback Dunes Trailhead go to the 
junction of Hwy 101 and 38 in Reedsport and turn south on Hwy 101. Go about 11 miles. 
Turn west toward Eel Creek Campground and follow road to the end for trailhead 
parking.) Drivers will need a parking pass. Hike will be 3-4 miles round trip (it is an out 
and back trail). If you want to continue on to the ocean, the round trip is 5.4 miles. Sand 
dunes hiking can be strenuous, windy, and chilly. Bring water, lunch, and sun coverage.

Program: Native Plants for Pollinators - Research from the OSU Garden Ecology Lab 


Presented by Gail Langellotto, professor of horticulture at OSU. Native plant gardening 
has been ranked as one of the top three landscape and garden trends over the past few 
years, in part because of the benefits that they offer to pollinators. However, native 
plants are not widely planted by home gardeners, and only limited selections can be

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


According to Flora of the Pacific Northwest, Potentilla newberryi (Newberry's 
cinquefoil) is a short-lived perennial with a slender taproot. Flora of North America 
describes this species’ habitat as "moist, sandy to clayey, more or less alkaline soil, 
especially where seasonally inundated near streams, ponds, and lakes." In central 
Oregon, it grows in playas where it is inundated in wet years or wet seasons but left 
"high and dry" in drought years/seasons. It is known from the Columbia River Gorge in 
Washington and from central Oregon south to northeastern California and northwest 
Nevada. In regards to the Columbia River Gorge population, Flora of North 

America states: "the only specimen supposedly collected in south-central Washington (W. 
N. Suksdorf 2718, WTU) was gathered in 1898." It is considered likely extirpated in 
Washington by the Burke museum and other sources.

Remembering Jan Dobak

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


Congratulations to Heidi Dobson, Mary Burgess, and Berta Youtie, who all identified our 
November mystery plant Asclepias fascicularis (narrow leaf milkweed)! This rhizomatous 
plant is appropriately named, as it has multiple whorls of narrow, linear leaves. Flora of 
Oregon describes A. fascicularis habitat as "valleys, riparian zones, seasonally moist 
soils, and disturbed areas" and documents its range as Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
California, Arizona, and Mexico. This flora reports that A. fascicularis and A. speciosa 
(showy milkweed) are the most commonly used host plants of the monarch butterfly in 
western North America.

The Cheahmill Chapter, located in McMinnville, is pleased to announce plans for the NPSO 
Annual Meeting to be held on May 20-22, 2022. The venue is the Spirit Mountain Lodge in 
Grand Ronde, situated between the mid-Willamette Valley and the coast, enabling us to 


offer field trips in the Valley, the coast, and the Coast Range. 


Since the United Nations General Assembly recently declared 2021-2030 the Decade on 
Ecosystem Restoration, to “massively scale up the restoration of degraded and destroyed 
ecosystems...," it is fitting that the theme for the 2022 Annual Meeting is "Ecological 


Restoration and Conservation of Willamette Valley, Coast Range and Coastal Landscapes." 


Field trip leaders include representatives from agencies and organizations involved in 
conservation, restoration, and management of the sites we visit, including the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service, the U.S. Forest Service, the Nature Conservancy, the Yamhill Soil 
and Water Conservation District, the Institute for Applied Ecology, Sitka Center for Art 
and Ecology, and the Confederated Tribes of Grand Ronde. We will visit oak savannas, 
prairies, coastal forests, and estuaries, many of which are being restored or actively 
managed for culturally significant plant species or for the protection of state and 
federally listed species. Two-thirds of Oregon's wineries are in the Willamette Valley and 


we will visit wineries that are managing their lands to protect native habitats and 


species. 


On Friday night, tribal members and staff will talk about the history of the Grand Ronde 
Reservation, efforts to grow culturally important native plants, the use of fire for habitat 
restoration, and how the academic field of restoration ecology is informing their 
practices. Our Saturday night banquet speaker, Ed Alverson, will update us on efforts to 
reconstruct historic Willamette Valley landscapes that serve as benchmarks for how to 


best manage these lands today. 


In the March issue of the Bulletin, we will provide short descriptions of the field trips and 
a link to the meeting website that includes full descriptions of the field trips, registration 
materials, a schedule of events, information about the evening programs, venue and 
food, and lodging at the Spirit Mountain Lodge, the coast, and in the Valley.
